State of Feeling in the South. 

A recent letter to Rev. Dr. Osgood of 
Springfield, Mass., from his friend in the 
South, who is on a mission to slaveholders, 
gives encouarging proof that anti slavery 
truth is doing its appropriate work in the 
southern church. In speaking of an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt upon the life of a pious slave 
by a professing slaveholder in the same 
church, the writer says: ‘The lime was, 
when such events never were no'iced by the 
church, and I do not suppose that the one 
related will be noticed, but there are some 
Christians around who begin to notice, -Some 
around begin to sigh—some begin to in¬ 
quire, ‘May not the abolitionists be right?' 
But why do professors in a slave stale begin 
to sigh, and to say they fear that the sins 
connected with slavery are awful? It ig be¬ 
cause they have heard some few remarks 
from those who are called abolitionists ; and 
they hear that in the free states some are 
praying in earnest against that sin. O 
could they more generally know this, that 
Christians, where slaves are not, pray against 
slavery, they would lift their voices and their 
hands in the cause of mercy. If my east¬ 
ern brethren were to ride along with and 
permit me to point at case after case, day 
after day, ere long they would begin to be¬ 
lieve that it could not be greatly amiss if I 
eastern Christians were to fence the Lord's 
table against the slaveholder without delay. 

I sometimes wish that our brethren ol the 
east, who are afraid of abolition, would ride 
through several of the states of oppression.— 
But again I am afraid that if there, they 
would go only into the patlor and leas' 
there, and hear the masters and mistress’ 
song about the peace of slavery ; and go 
home only ready to tell that the noise of the 
abolitionists is doing more harm than good. 
O I do wish that some of our silent profess¬ 
ors in the eastern States could be heard say¬ 
ing something compassionate. I wish they 
could convince those who live here that they 
do feel a little pity for the friendless.— 
Thank God ! the principles of abolition are 
beginning to grow here. 

‘I told you in a former communication 
that a number of slaves along the Ohio riv¬ 
er have recently bought themselves. -The 
time was when such things did not happen 
—would not have been granted to the slave 
by his master if permission had been re¬ 
quested.

Meeting House Burnt. 

New Sharon, April 24, 1843. 
Dear Brother : 

This is a dark day to the Congregational 
Church in this place. Our meeting house is 
in ashes ! It caught fire yesterday morning, 
by means of a defect, as is conjectured, in 
one of the stores ; and when the fire was 
first discovered, it was entirely beyond our 
control. Some of our people assembled for 
worship just in time to see the flames burst¬ 
ing from the windows. The sight was at 
at once painful and sublime. What could 
be more so ? The curling smoke ascend¬ 
ed to the clouds, and the flames and cinder? 
followed. Nothing could be done bat to 
look on and see it burn ! The only object 
that was saved—with the exception of a few 
windows and doors—was the “Holy Bible.” 
But this, if tve estimate it by its intrinsic 
worth, is of more value than ten thousand 
neeiiiig houses, though they was all made 
fgold. It teaches us what indeed we might 
learn without that ‘‘vanity and vexation of 

spirit” inscribed in all terrestrial objects,_ 

But in addition to this, it directs us to ‘a 
house not made with hands, eiernal in the 
’ Yes. eternal —destined to remain 
forever. Its ‘Builder and Maker’ is God — 
hat God without whose notice not a spar- 
ow falls to the ground, and by whom the 
rery hairs of our head are all numbered. 

But, sir, though we recognize the handel 
Providence in this thing , thaugb we regard 
ot as the result of chance or ot fate, but 
happening under Ihe superintendence 
i wise and benevolent God, who ‘hath 
done whatsoever he pleased ;’ yet we can¬ 
not but feel that our loss is great. My eyes 
affect my heart while I w rite. I look out of 
my study window, and see in a heap of 
smouldering ruins, all that remains of our 
sanctuary ; and the words of the prophet 
force themselves upon the tnind—‘Our holy 
and our beautiful house, where our fathers 
praised thee, is burnt up with fire ; and all 
pleasant things are laid waste.’ Little 
we think, yesterday morning, when pre¬ 
paring to ‘go up to ike sanctuary’ with those 
‘ who keep holy day, ’ that eie the sun 
should reach the meridian, tve should be 
without a house of worship. But so ' 

The effect of this intelligence upon 
the young sisters of the church was 
to that produced upon Eli the priest, when 
it was said lo him ‘the ark of God is taken.’ 
When her father rejurtifid to his house and 
said—‘Our meeting house is burnt,’ she fell 
upon the floor, as if struck bv the lightning 
of heaven. But she is alive and well. 

Our ‘holy house’ was not peculiarly ‘beau¬ 
tiful,’ according to modern taste ; for its 
architecture was not, as you are aware, of 
■t modern style. Yet it was a good 
house —built offirst rate materials, and might 
hare stood for aught that appears, long alter 
the heads of its owners} shall be reclining 
beneath the clods of the valley. It was erect¬ 
ed in 1815, at an expense of about $4000, 
a monument of mat ‘zeal for God,’ 
which glowed in the bosoms of at least some 
original proprietors. It was a legacy 
bequeathed to their children, and to their 
children’s children. But it is gone ; and 
the cheerful songs and solemn vows’ which 
is uttered in it, are recorded in heaven. 
When it was entirely consumed, and we 
d seen the end of it, our citizens ofdiffer- 
t denominations repaired to the Methodist 
Chapel, where its solemn ‘funeral obsequies’ 
were attended. Appropriate religious ser¬ 
vices were performed in which the elegy- 
men of the various religious denominations 
irt the place, kindly took part. Their 
marks were creditable alike to their heads 
and to their hearts, and were adapted to 
soothe the feelingsoftho.se whom the hand 
of God had touched. A disposition to no 
what we can to wipe away the tear that 
glistens in the eye of sorrow, while it affords a 
luxury of delight lo him who possesses it, 
‘does good like a medicine’ to him who feels 
that he needs those expressions of sympathy, 
which come warm from the heart. To such 
expressions we listened yesterday, and they 
were peculiarly consoling. May God abun- 
danily bless those who thus ‘wept with them 
that wept.’ 

But here tve are, with sympathizing friends 
indeed, but without a house in which to 
worship God. What shall we do ? Do 
you say. Go to the mountain, and cut down 
timber, and build another. Our peoplt 
could do this forthwith, anti would set them¬ 
selves about it immediately, if some ablt 
friend, or friends would furnish them with 
some materials—such as glass, nails, lime, 
&c. &c. which nothing hut money will pro- 
cure. And money is what they have not 
got, and cannot get. 

Will our friends abroad think of us, and be 
prepared to give an agent—if we should send 
one among them—a kind reception? Breth¬ 
ren, we do need help, and any assistance you 
may be disposed to afford, would be thank¬ 
fully received. 

I de not “ speak by commandment,” but 
on my own responsibility. Our peopli 
disposed to do what they can, but I fear that 
without some assistance, we shall be house¬ 
less for at lea.-t a year lo come. With the 
aid ot a few hundred dollars we might have 
a good house tti six months. 

Will our Christian brethren, to whom God 
has given the good things of this world, 
“ remember the words of the Lord Jesus, 
how he said,” &c. and “ Inasmuch,” &c. 
They know the rest.

Mr. McDonough and his Slaves. j 
Some time last year coloflizatiomsts | 
greatly praised a Mr. McDonough, at N. 
Orleans, far discovering a new process of 
procuring exiles to Liberia. A few months 
since a more particular statement of the 
matter appeared, but it hardly seemed to 
rthy of notice. Lately, however, 
colonization, and other pro-slavery papers, 
have taken it up in earnest, and this man 
likely t* become as famous as Dr. Cham¬ 
bers was some years ago for discovering a 
remedy for intemperance. The Eastport 
Sentinel calls it “ real benevolence,” and 
the Christian Mirror last week had a long 
account of it, praising highly such slave¬ 
holding, and such’ emancipation. 

Mr. McD. seems to have been one of 
the kindest sort of slaveholders. He found 
slaves must work on Sunday, or suffer, 
ice he gave them Saturday afternoon. 
Their industry was such that he perceived 
they were laying up money, and the ques¬ 
tion occurred to him whether it would not 
be profitable to him to allow them to pur¬ 
chase their time by their extra labor, and 
thus become free, when they should all go 
lo Liberia. The plan was proposed to the 
ind accepted. In six years another 
half day was purchased; in four years an¬ 
other day; in two years & a quarter.one day 
more; one year and a half, the fourth; one 
the fifth, and six months the last, ma¬ 
king fourteen years and a half, when they 
became free to leave ihe country. Six mos. 
more paid the balance due for the children, 
arid they were all shipped for Liberia in 
1842. 

As this example is held up by the stan¬ 
dard-bearers of morality and religion as 
pious and philanthropic, it should be ex¬ 
amined. 

1. This process of ‘ preparation ’ for 
freedom, as it is called, was not necessary, 
even on the testimony of Mr. McDonough; 
for he says expressly that ‘they (the slaves) 
had at all times previous thereto been a well 
disposed and orderly people.' Besides, that 
old obsolete theory of ‘ preparation ‘ 
long since been proved false, both by com¬ 
mon sense and actual experiment. 

2. Mr. McD. claims no benevolence, foi 
he says it was a mere business transaction, 
and that they had performed more and bet¬ 
ter labor than ordinary, and had paid him 
a sum of money hy which he purchased 
twice their number from Va. and N. Caro¬ 
lina. It was mere speculation in humani- 

>y- 

3. The slaves had nothing but his word 
and continued good will, under all the lia¬ 
bilities of misfortune and death, as securi¬ 
ty for their fteedom on the specified terms, 
and this security would have failed ninety- 
nine limes out of a hundred. 

4. Should they die before their freedom 
was affected, all their extra labor and hard 
earned money which had been paid 
helong to the master. This risk, with 80 
human beings in 15 years, was all in his 
favor. 

5. It vt as a shrewd plan lo dispose of his 
worn out slaves, which is an important ob¬ 
ject with slaveholders. He secured all the 
best of their lives—15 years of hardest la¬ 
bor—aud avoided their future mainte¬ 
nance. 

6. His plan was finely calculated to stim. 
ulate the slave trade. It was this:—to go 
lo Va., Ky., <^c,, purchase men and women, 
chain them, take them south, work the 
best of their lives out of them, ship tht 
dregs of humanity and discharge them or 
the plague-smitten shoie of Africa, retun 
to Washington or Norfolk, take in anothei 
cargo,and thus keep up this great commer¬ 
cial traffic in blood, providing victims for 
the plague and affording a market for the 
slave-breeders. 

7. He seized on his fellow creatures, 
wrested from them their unalienable right! 
and then stipulated that upon 15 years hard 
and faithful labor, together with all that 
the love of remote liberty could wring from 
them by midnight toil and most sparing 
economy, and on condition that they should 
abandon their homes, kindred and country 
and lay their worn out bodies on another 
continent, he would restore what he had 
robbed them of, and consider his claim 
canceled. 

8. This case was most cruel. He held 
up before them a fallacious promise of free¬ 
dom. which, after all their anticipations, 
would be of no value. A little more than 
4000 have been transported from thi 
try to Africa in 24 years, and probably the 
present population of the colonies does not 
much exceed 2000. 

9. It was a case of extraordinary villa- 
ny, however covered up with pious cant. 
It is bad enough to hold men in slavery by 
bars, bolts, handcuffs, fetters and chains 
but to transform the noblest elements of 
human nature into trammels ot slavery- 
to bind a man to slavery by his love of lib- 
erty to manufacture the fondest hopes, 
and highest principles of his being into 
whips and chains, is most ingenious kna¬ 
very. 

10. But one fact of great importance is 
demonstrated by this instance cf remarka' 


ble baseness. Mr. McDonough h a ^ 
clearly that the slaves need Qo , h j 
the possession of the natural motiv^ ^ 
of reward, in other words, their Ifo '"'W 
awaken them to the highest indu,^’ 1 * 
enterprise.
